Mission Hills Water Co is g o in g broke 
and Lompoc Utility Services Co , giving 
sewer service to the same people, is “ in 
big trouble," investigators for the state 
Public Utilities Commission confided 
this week 
As a local PUC hearing came to a 
close today, there was still no answer to 
the question of who will bail out the 
sinking 
local 
utilities, 
the 
owners 
through an infusion of capital, a new 
buyer, 
or 
Mission 
Hills 
residents 
themselves, through jacked-up rates. 
The 
local 
hearing, 
before 
PUC 
examiner John Gillanders, was on a 
request by Mission Hills Water Co to be 
dubbed a state-regulated public utility 
PUC staff attorneys and accountants 
argued that the company has operated 
as a de facto public utility for some time

“ I didn’t remember it, my brother 
Laurance didn’t remember it until we 
looked at the record —as soon as we 
found out about it we told you about it," 
Rockefeller said. 


Rockefeller made a final appearance 
before the committee on the day after 
his brother Laurance revealed the 1961 
loan to Miller, who was then a New York 
congressman 
He later ran for vice 
president on the Goldwater ticket in 
1964 


Drinan 
said 
the 
loan 
“ raises 
a 
question of ethics if not of law ” because 
Miller was a member of Congress and 
national Republican chairman. 
“ I don't see anything wrong, immoral 
or illegal about this loan," Rockefeller 
shot back. 
Rockefeller was defended by several 
Republicans on the committee who 
noted it was the millionaire nominee 
himself who volunteered information 
detailing $2 5 million in gifts and loans to 
associates. 
"My mail is saying you should tell us 
all to go jump in the lake," Rep. Thomas 
Railsback, R-lll , told the former New 
York governor. “ I think we've gone too 
far We’ve invaded the privacy of your 
brothers and sister " 


and that the designation would protect 
area rate payers from the financial 
tempest swamping both companies 
Gillanders observed that public utility 
status for the water company would 
probably mean a 100 per cent water rate 
boost “ almost immediately" by PUC 
ruling because the company is losing 
money 
The sewer company, Lompoc 
Utility Services, as a public utility, was 
granted a $4 50 to $5 75 rate increase this 
summer and, Gillanders said, will soon 
request still another rate hike. 
The examiner said, “ A public utility, 
ladies and gentlemen, lives in a goldfish 
bowl and this commission tears asunder 
the various corporate veils." 
When the veils were torn from the 
Mission Hills utility situation this week, 
what was revealed was a rat’s nest of 
financial linkups, debts, ownership and 
maneuvers. 
At the bottom of it all is Anton C. 
Gam ier, regent of an empire of small 
municipal utility systems, and a $2 
million loan made to him by Mutual Life 
Insurance Co of New York (M ONY) 
that no one has been able to trace. 
Though Lompoc U tility Services Co. 
and Mission Hills Water Co. are and will 
remain separate companies, Gamier 
controls them both, as well as utility 
concerns 
serving 
Ontario, 
Salinas. 
Ventura. Simi, Pasadena, Arizona and a 
galaxy of other areas in this and other 
states. 
His had been a naggingly familiar 
name at public utility hearings over the 
past 20 years Some PUC spokesmen say 
he’s been a bane of their official lives for 
that long. 
Gam ier orchestrates the strategy for 
his far-flung utilities commonwealth 
from Valmda, Calif., just east of Los 
Angeles. 
PUC accountants probing the since- 
granted 
request 
of 
Lompoc 
Utility 
Services Co. for a 
rate boost last 
December ran into a marshland of 
confused accounting procedures. They 
discovered, though, that MONY loaned 
$2 million to Garnier-controlled Western 
Pacific 
Sanitation Co. 
in 
1964 and 
received trust notes as collateral. 
PUC investigators also found that the 
Gam ier company has been in default on 
the debt since September, 1973. As a 
result of this they say, MONY now has a 
lien on all Garner property, including 
the 
water 
and 
sewage 
systems 
in 
Mission Hills. 
This means, PUC staffers say, that it 
makes no financial sense for Gamier to 
pump any more money into Mission 
Hills to improve the utility systems 
there 
because MONY, 
not Gamier, 
would benefit from the new capital. 
Mission Hills utilities now belong, in 
effect, to MONY. 
Garnier’s reluctance to pour any more 
cash down his own Mission Hills drain 
may 
explain 
why 
Lompoc 
Utility 
Services Co balked at spending $300,000 
required to join the valley’s regional 
sewage system Some observers say it 
may also explain the application of 
Mission Hills Water Co. to become a 
public utility and siphon the money to 
make it again solvent from area rate 
payers instead of from the Gamier 
empire.

(LFT» has issued proposals for salary 
and fringe benefits that would increase 
current earning levels by as much as 25 
per cent. 
The proposals will be submitted to the 
Certificated 
Employe 
Council 
for 
consideration 
along 
with 
upcoming 
salary proposals by Lompoc Education 
Association 
(L E A ). 
A 
combined 
proposal will then be used by the CEC in 
negotiation 
with 
the school 
board's 
representatives. 
LFT asks an approximate increase of 
25 per cent in the top teacher salary, 
from the present $17,016 to $21,275; and 
an increase in the starting salary from 
the present $8,794 to $10,400 
It remained to be seen what kind of 
proposal 
would 
come 
from 
LEA. 
However, Carol Linger, president of 
LEA said today that her organization's 
request would come close to L F T ’s, 
according to the limited knowledge she 


had of the LFT action. 
There 
was 
one 
difference 
in 
procedures being followed by the two 
teacher organizations. Ms. Linger said 
LEA planned to poll the organization’s 
representative council on the question 
and that the rep council in turn was 
expected to tap the grassroots sentiment 
on salaries in time for submission of an 
LEA proposal to the CEC by Dec. 18. All 
this is in preparation for the district’s 
upcoming annual bout with the budget. 
Ms. Linger is a key member of the 
nme-member CEC as well as being 
president of LEA. The LFT proposal 
was submitted by Norman Larson, who 
is president of the AFL-CIO .union and 
also a key CEC member. 
Salaries were only one aspect of the 
LFT proposal, albeit an important one. 
Also included are provisions on fringe 
benefits based on the L FT contention 
that the local district benefits fall short 
of those offered elsewhere. 


191 killed in fiery crash 
of Dutch airliner in jungle 


COLOMBO, Sri Lanka (UP1) - A 
Dutch airliner carrying Moslems to 
Mecca 
and 
a 
ninemember 
crew 
slammed into a 1.000-foot-tall wall of 
rock like a “ giant fireball" Wednesday 
night, 
killing 
all 
191 
aboard 
and 
scattering the debris through the thick 
jungle below, aviation officials said 
today. 


It was the second worst air disaster in 
history. 


A team of Dutch avaition experts flew 
to 
Sri 
Lanka, 
formerly 
Ceylon,to 
investigate the crash of the Martin Air 
DCS on approach to the fog-shrouded 
Colombo Airport. 


Tilaka de Zoysa, a planter from a tea 
plantation near the crash site, said the 
plane went directly over his head and 
then there was an explosion 
" I t 
was 
something 
like 
an 
earthquake.’’ he said. “ I rushed (out) 
and saw the plane scattering. The whole 


plane was breaking into bits and it was 
on fire.” 
Another witness from a nearby village 
told rescue workers it was like a “giant 
fireball in the sky.” 
De Zoysa said the plane hit a wall of 
almost sheer rock rising 1,000 feet above 
the jungle on 5,140-foot-tall Laxabana 
Hill about 80 miles east of the capital of 
this island nation. 
The hill is part of the Seven Virgins 
mountain range and the crash site was 
not far from the huge hydroelectric 
project at Laksapana. Searchers said 
the terrain was extremely rugged and 
accessible only by helicopter. 
Aviation officials said there were 182 
passengers aboard the plane, all but two 
of them pilgrims bound for Mecca, in 
addition to the nine crew members. A 
Martin Air spokesman listed the crew as 
two pilots, one mechanic and four 
stewardesses,

Watergate 
trial to 
proceed 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - U.S. District 
Judge John J Sirica ruled today that the 
Watergate cover-up trial will proceed — 
and thus probably conclude — without 
the direct oral testimony of former 
President Richard M Nixon 
Sirica denied a request by three of the 
five defendants, all of them former 
Nixon associates, 
that the trial 
be 
interrupted until they can begin taking a 
deposition 
from 
the 
ailing 
former 
president on Jan 6. 
A court-appointed panel of medical 
specialists established Jan. 6 as the first 
date on which Nixon would be physically 
capable of answering questions. The 
trial, however, was expected to end 
before Christmas. 
Sirica's ruling did not cover his own 
suggestion that Nixon possibly could be 
asked to answer written questions prior 
to Jan. 6. He is still waiting the advice of 
the medical panel on that suggestion 
In a six-page opinion released later, 
Sirica said Nixon’s testimony is "not 
essential" either in person or through 
written interrogatories. He said much of 
the testimony from the former president 
has been obtained or could be from other 
witnesses. 
Nixon, an unindicted coconspirator in 
the Watergate cover-up who has been 
pardoned of all wrongdoing by President 
Ford, was freed by Sirica’s ruling of any 
obligation to testify orally. Thus, he may 
never publicly be called upon to answer 
the allegations against him. 
John D. Ehrlichman, former No. 2 
White 
House 
aide, 
subpoenaed 
the 
former president and insisted that he 
cannot get a fair trial without Nixon's 
testimony. 
He suggested that Sirica 
allow the jury to go home over the 
Christmas holidays and summon them 
back after Nixon’s testimony has been 
taken. 
Former Attorney General John N. 
Mitchell and former White House Chief 
of Staff H R. Haldeman also asked 
Sirica for permission to take Nixon’s 
deposition beginning Jan. 6. 
But Nixon’s lawyer, Herbert J M iller 
Jr., filed a brief earlier in the day saying 
that even if Nixon were well enough to 
answer questions on Jan. 6, he would 
need more time to prepare. 


Sirica 
said 
Nixon 
is 
"sim ply 
unavailable" to provide any testimony 
and the court will not force the issue. 


“The court will not issue an order to 
take the deposition of Mr. Nixon while it 
appears that he is so ill that the taking of 
such 
a 
deposition 
could 
seriously 
jeopardize his health," Sirica said. 


" It would be unwarranted and wholly 
inappropriate to interrupt, adjourn or 
continue (postpone) this trial, with the 
jury sequestered, until an uncertian date 
in the somewhat distant future.” 


Sirica, who has expressed a desire to 
end 
the 
trial 
before 
Christmas, 
meanwhile asked members of the jury 
to discuss among themselves and report 
to him by Friday whether they would be 
willing to work Saturdays and perhaps 
some evenings in an effort to wrap it up 
by the holiday. 
M iller said in his brief that Nixon 
would have to review a lot of material 
before he could testify.

ADDIS ABABA (U P II - The m ilitary 
regime in Ethiopia has begun court- 
martialing imprisoned former officials 
passed over during last month's mass 
execution of ex-leaders. 


A military spokesman brushed off 
U.N. concerns about the prisoners and 
said the estimated 140 former officials 
in jail on corruption charges are being 
well-treated.

But it has come no where 
near a decision," Nessen told a news 
conference in the White House.

William E. Simon was not proposing but 
only listing a tax cut as one of the ideas 
government economists are considering 
in their antirecession and anti-inflation 
planning. Simon mentioned the tax cut 
in a Wednesday session with newsmen. 
“Yesterday was very theoretical,"

P resident’s 
economists are thinking about a whole 
range of things." 
He said Ford has not received any 
paper or brief mg suggesting a tax cut. 


UMW chief signs new pact; 


120,000 miners end strike 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - United Mine 
Workers President Arnold Miller today 
signed a new, three-year contract with 
the coal industry and then ordered the 
nation’s 120,000 miners to return to 
work, ending a strike that began Nov. 12. 
Miller told a news conference that the 
miners ratified the pact by a vote of 
44,754 to 34,741 —a margin of 56 to 44 per 
cent in favor. 
Miller said the miners would begin 
returning to work at 9:01 p.m. PST 
today. 
A spokesman for the coal industry 
called 
the 
new 
contract 
a 
"very 
forward-looking agreement.” 
Miller said he does not consider the 
new contract, which calls for a 64 per 
cent boost in wages and fringe benefits 
over 
the 
next 
three 
years, 
to 
be 
"inflationary." 
He also said that the miners who voted 
against the contract "w ill accept the 
majority rule” and return to work. 
Asked if the union thought the price of 
coal would go up in order to pay for the 
new contract, Miller said: “ We don’t 
know how much it will go up. I don't 
think it requires (higher prices) but I ’m 
not saying they (the companies) won’t” 
raise the price of coal 
" I ’m hopeful that in the future we can 
reach an agreement” without a strike, 
Miller said. He said he was aware of the 
impact of the strike on other industries 
and the nation’s economy "but it could 
have been worse.”

the 
Bitumonous Coal Operators Association, 
said 
in 
a 
statement 
immediately 
following the signing that the coal mine 
operators are "naturally pleased that 
the new agreement has been ratified by 
the mine workers " 


He also said the membership of his 
association has also approved the new 
pact. 
"Now the coal mines, which have been 
idle since Nov 
12, can be reopened 
promptly and we can get on with the job 
of supplying the nation with this vitally 
needed fuel," he said.."Each coal miner 
operator 
should 
make 
immediate 
preparations to reopen his mine. 
“The new three-year contract, while a 
very costly one for the industry, is a 
very forward looking agreement and 
will be of great benefit to the miners.”

Captain De Beaudricourt to 
provide her with a 
white 
horse, solider’s clothes, and an 
escort to see the uncrowned 
King of France, Charles. Then 
she meets with Charles and 
convinces him that he should 
put her in command of his 
army to drive the English off 
French soil. 
Some well-timed comic relief 
»s written here when Joan 
meets both characters in this 
drama 
Charles is a sorry 
representative 
to 
the king 
profession He is a silly and 
weak adolescent, but dumb like 
a fox with a wry sense of 
humor 


When Joan and he finally 
meet, the encounter ranks as 
one of 
those unforgettable 
encounters 
between 
two 
characters that you see on 
stage every so often Both Ms 
Levitow and Combs sustained 
their characterizations. 
The second act quickly gets 
very heavy as arguments start 
to fly in Joan’s trial on what is 
man’s basic nature (good or 
evil 1 and whether it is possible 
to love man and revere God at 
the same time. A big plus for 
The Lark” is that the dialogue 
is easily comprehensible yet 
provocative at the same time.

operated at an out-of-pocket 
loss of over $13,000 in the 1972- 
73 fiscal year and still owes the 
valley regional sewage system 
about $62,000 for engineering 
work on its end of the regional 
project — $62,000 it doesn’t 
have. In the offing for the 
sewer concern, now that it’s 
out of the regional sewage 
system, are stricter state anti- 
pollution regulations on its 
sewage effluent.

replaced for years, water main 


leaks allowed to gush for days 
before

evidence that the water system 
is deteriorating. 
“ You

operation. Your net income is 
minus," 
Gillanders

spokespeople for the water 
company.

worse than a small utility that

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Unemployment insurance rises 


WASHINGTON

Unemployment insurance rolls 
swelled by 215,600 across the 
country in mid-November, the 
government said today. 
The Labor Department state­ 
ment painted more gloom on 
the nation's dark economic 
picture and official November 
unemployment 
figures, 
due 
Friday, are expected to hit 
their highest levels since 1961. 
In 
today's 
report, 
Labor 
officials said 2,436,200 persons 
received unemployment insur­ 
ance benefits for the week 
ended Nov. 16 —up 215,600 from 
the previous week. 
Higher numbers were report­ 
ed in 48 states and Washington, 
DC 
The national unemployment 
rate for October was 5.5 million 
persons or 6 per cent of the 
nonfarm labor force. Many of 
those 
do 
not 
qualify 
for 
unemployment insurance. 
The 
unemployment 
rate 
could rise to as high as 6.3 per 
cent for November when the 
figures are released Friday 
since each one-tenth of 1 per 
cent generally translates to 
90,000 unemployed. 
The unemployment rate in 
the nation has not passed 6 per 
cent since October, 1961, when 
it reached 6.1. 
Government 
analysts 
are 
predicting unemployment may 
go to 7.5 per cent next year 
although 
many 
economists 
forecast 8 per cent. 
The last time unemployment 
reached 7.5 per cent was a peak 
in a 1958 recession. 
A year ago, the number of 
workers receiving unemploy­ 
ment insurance benefits was 
1,430,000, more than 1 million 
fewer than the Nov. 16 total.

benefits rolls for the week were 
reported in California with 
31,200.

Burns asks delay in 
private gold ownership 


LOS ANGELES (U P I) - 
Crisp, cool temperatures and 
clear, sunny skies returned to 
Southern California today as 
repair 
crews 
continued 
cleaning up damage by heavy 
rains and fierce winds which 
lashed the area in the worst 
storm of the season. 
A steady rain which dumped 
almost two inches during a nine 
hour period caused millions of 
dollars in damage from ac­ 
cumulated run-off and floodwa­ 
ters which rose to 10 feet in 
sections of Lomita and Carson. 
Collapsed roofs and flooded 
homes caused the evacuation of 
many residents as waist high 
waters rushed through their 
homes. Sheriff’s deputies tried 
to evacuate homes in one area 
but most residents decided to 
stay and wait for the high 
water to recede. 
Roofs caved in at several 
manufacturing and warehouse 
buildings Roof drains clogged 
at 
Los 
Alamitos 
General 
Hospital causing a section of 
ceiling 
to 
collapse 
in 
the 
obstetrics and nursing wing. 
Jill Anne Christensen was 
bom at 8:58 a.m. into the 
stormy environment of the 
waterlogged delivery room. 
“ Water was pouring through 
light fixtures and between tiles 
and standing about two inches 
deep on the floor when she was 
bom,” the nursing supervisor 
said. 
Six other babies and their 
mothers 
were 
evacuated 
through ankle-deep water to 
another section of the hospital. 
High winds accompanied the 
storm, downing power lines 
throughout many sections of 
Southern California. In Ventura 
and Santa Barbara Counties, 40 
miles per hour winds caused 
several boats to break loose 
from their moorings and drift 
onto beaches. 
Winds gusted up to 66 m.p.h. 
near Lake Arrowhead in the 
San Bernardino Mountains. 
Many freeways and surface 
streets 
throughout the 
Los 
Angeles area were closed for a 
time during the early morning 
commuter rush because of high 
run-off waters and mudslides. 
Pacific Coast Highway from 
Ventura to Point Mugu was 
closed because of rock slides. 
Sections of Glendale Freeway 
and areas in Palos Verdes also 
experienced road closures due 
to mud slides. 


Sections of the San Diego, 
Long Beach, Ventura and Santa 
Monica freeways were also 
closed due to accumulated rain 
water. 


In the Los Angeles Civic 
Center, 1.63 inches of rainfall 
was recorded from the storm. 
It raised the season’s rainfall 
total to 2.28 inches, which is 
about normal for the date.

Cooking talents 


On several occasions your editor has had the good 
fortune to sam ple sw eets prepared by Betty (M rs. 
Robert) Baray, native of Carluke, Scotland. She and 
her husband have lived in Lompoc since 1959. Today 
Mrs. Baray shares som e of her favorite recipes, all of 
which call for a m inim um number of ingredients. 
First is a lem on curd, widely used in both Scotland 
and England in a variety of ways. 


Lemon Curd 
4 lem ons 


2 cups sugar 


6 oz. (% cup) butter 
4 eggs 


G rate rind of lem ons, squeeze juice and strain. Put 
with sugar and butter in top of double boiler. Cook 
until sugar and butter have dissolved. Rem ove top pan 
from over boiling water and add eggs (previously 
beaten togeth er) to the m ixture. Return bottom pan of 
double 
boiler 
to 
bottom 
half 
with 
water only 
sim m ering. 
Stir until m ixture coats wooden spoon (about 8-10 
m inutes). Do not cook too quickly or it will separate. 
Put into jars and keep in refrigerator until use. This 
is m ost frequently used on sponge cake or as tartlet 
fillers. 
Scotch Shortbread 
4 cups flour 


‘/2 cup butter 
V2 cup sugar 
Mix flour and sugar in bowl; rub in butter. Knead 
well and press into oblong pan approxim ately 12 x 9 
Prick with fork and bake in m oderate oven 325 
degrees for approxim ately 30-40 m inutes. 
M elting M oments 
1V4 cups flour 
V4 cup sugar 
V4 lb. margarine 


1 tsp. vanilla 


to cup (approx.) of crushecfcorn flakes 
Glazed cherries, red and green, quartered 


Cream together the m argarine and sugar; add 
vanilla. Stir flour into cream ed mixture and mix 
thoroughly. Roll into 
1 inch balls and coat with 
crushed com flakes. Place on greased cookie sheet 
and press top lightly. Place V4 cherry on top and bake 
for 20 m inutes in 325 degree oven. 


Small Cakes 


2 cups flour 


2 tsp. baking powder 


1 cup sugar 


8 oz. margarine 
3eggs 


Mix flour and 
baking powder together. Cream 
margarine and sugar until light, then add eggs one at 
a tim e. Beat well between each addition. Gently fold 
in flour and baking powder m ixture. Half fill paper 
cups and bake at 350 degrees about 20 minutes. 
When cold decorate with frosting and nuts or 
cherries, or cut a slice of top of each cake; half this 
and place som e butter cream on top of cakes. Replace 
the two halves at an angle to form wings. 
The butter cream is made with 4 oz. butter and IY4 
cups powered sugar, with flavoring and color as 
desired. Cream butter and add sugar gradually; beat 
until cream y. Add flavoring and color. 
A glaze icing is made with 1 cup powdered sugar 
and 2 tsp. warm water. Place sugar in bowl and add 
water, stirring until smooth. You may need more 
water but m ixture must not be too soft. Add color and 
flavoring and apply to cakes with warm knife 
Editor’s Note: Other area residents are asked to 
share their favorite recipes with Lompoc Record 
readers.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
Democratic assemblyman has 
launched an effort aimed at 
halting what he calls public 
“harassment” of state legisla­ 
tors over their generous retire­ 
ment benefits 
Assemblyman Mike Cullen of 
Long Beach Wednesday intro­ 
duced a proposed constitutional 
amendment giving lawmakers 
a flat $45,000 a year salary but 
eliminating their retirement 
benefits, $30-a-day per diem 
and car expenses 
“The flat salary might put an 
end to the continued harass­ 
ment 
of 
legislators 
about 
handsome 
retirement 
benefits,” Cullen told UPI. 
The 
legislation 
(ACA14) 
would give 
lawmakers the 
same salaries as state court of 
appeal justices It also would 
allow for cost-of-living pay 
increases 
Although legislators now re­ 
ceive $21,120 annually, tax-free 
per diem and other expenses 
are paid in addition. They also 
receive hefty pension benefits 
which are partially supported 
by tax dollars. 
The legislature came under 
widespread 
public criticism 
earlier this year over lucrative 
early 
retirement 
bonuses 
granted to lawmakers leaving 
office this year. The furor 
prompted the legislature to 
repeal the bonuses. 


Analyst sees 
state tax 
hike in 76 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) — The 
legislature’s top fiscal adviser 
says Californians could be hit 
with a tax increase in 1976 if 
inflation and unemployment 
rise

expected. 


Legislative Analyst A. Alan 
Post Wednesday said if in­ 
creases in inflation and unem­ 
ployment 
exceed 
present 
forecasts, the 1975-76 budget 
could be in the red by as much 
as $500 million, consuming all 
of the state’s surplus. 


If the surplus is wiped out, he 
said, the legislature and Gov.- 
elect Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
would be forced to raise taxes 
in some form during 1976— an 
election year.

gubernatorial 
campaign. Brown promised he 
would veto any tax increase in 
1975 but has not ruled out a tax 
hike in 1976. 


Sketching the state’s fiscal 
picture before the Assembly 
Ways and Means Committee, 
Post said “There can possibly 
be a tax increase required.”

Two Boston researchers have 
come to the aid of police crime 
laboratories by developing a 
way to use a laser light beam to 
put nonerasable serial numbers 
on guns. 
The laser would drill a set of 
holes no larger than a razor 
blade is thick in a pre set 
pattern that would fit into the 
space normally occupied by 
one digit of a normal firearm 
identification number. 


Serial numbers sometimes 
are filed or ground off guns 
stolen or used in crimes in an 


attempt to keep police from 
tracing 
ownership 
of 
the 
weapons. Crime labs using 
sophisticated techniques can 
restore some of the numbers 
but not all. 
B. C. Giessen, of Northeast­ 
ern University’s Institute of 
Chem ical 
Analysis, 
Applications 
and 
Forensic 
Science, said the laser drilled 
identifications holes would be 
nearly 
impossible to erase 
because they would be drilled 
through metal 
Giessen 
told 
a 
recent 
meeting 
of 
the 
American 
Chemical Society that the ideal 


place to put such an array of 
holes would be on a part that 
cannot be removed without 
destroying the usefulness of the 
weapon One such location on a 
revolver would be the recoil 
plate, he said 
The laser focuses intense 
pulses of light to a very narrow 
beam to melt and boil off the 
metal it strikes. The resulting 
holes are about five thou­ 
sandths of an inch wide 
Giessen, who developed the 
process with D.E. Polk, said 
the holes are so small they are 
difficult to see with the unaided 
eye.

He said the 
holes also could be painted over 
or 
filled 
with 
a different 
material to conceal them 
Another advantage of the 
laser drilling system is that an 
identifying mark could not be 
easily 
forged 
because

drills cannot 
produce 
such 
small 
holes, 
Giessen said. 
The serial number would be 
identified with the use of a low 
power 
microscope and

Giessen said laser drilling 
also could be used to form 
regular arabic digits with two 
to seven holes.

Christmas guessing game: 


To buy or not to? 


NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Santa Claus and his legend* 
ary cohorts are having as 
much trouble planning gifts 
for Christmas 1974 as are 
ground-bound mortals. 
This is one of the most 
“iffy” years for holiday buy­ 
ing in a decade. Manufactur­ 
ers, retailers and mail order 
catalogue houses all admit 
confusion on the eve of the 
Holiday Season. 
As an example, J.C. Penney 
reported that requests for its 
Christmas catalogue were off 
to a good start this fall and 
“ w e w er e s u r p r is e d ” a 
spokesman reported. "It ex­ 
ceeded our expectations after 
following all those gloomy 
market reports." 
The reason, he suggested, 
is that "historically con­ 
sum ers observe Christm as 
even when some unforeseen 
disaster seems ahead. There 
are some things people cling 
to, and customers do want to 
observe Christmas.” 
Penney’s, how ever, like 
others in their special field, 
do not expect the phenomenal 
sales of Christmas 1973 where 
Penny's realized $1 billion in 
D ecem b er. T h ere w as a 
leveling off for Penney’s after 
July in total monthly gains. 
June and July sales gains 
were slightly more than 14 
per cent each month but 
dropped in August to 12.2 per 
cent. “We don’t expect to 
keep charging ahead at that 
14 per cent monthly figure 
but think D ecem b er will 
come in around 13 per cent.” 


The Penney’s catalogue 
and those of Sears Roebuck 
and Co. and M ontgomery 
W a r d o f f e r “ n o t h i n g 
startlingly new.” 
It appears that more peo­ 
ple of all ages will buy practi­ 
cal items and some "high 
price things because they like 
a gift to speak for them, ’ one 
merchandiser said. 
Expected are heavy buying 
in apparel such as sleepwear 
for youngsters, sm all ap­ 
pliances for the home, hair 
care and grooming. 
Least in demand, but again 
this is conjecture, are likely 
to be the most expensive 
models in stereos and color 
TV. H owever, since more 
people will be staying close to 
home to save money those in 
the home entertainment in­ 
dustry feel that g ifts of 
smaller TV portables, color 
and black-and-w hite, plus 
transistor radios, less expen­ 
sive pocket computers and 
tape recorders will be high 
on holiday lists. 
RCA, for exam p le, esti­ 
mates that the industry will 
sell more than 300,000 televi- 
s i o n s e t s d u r i n g t h e 
Christmas season. Of these, 
177,000 will be color, 70 per

The Hobby Industry of 
America (HIA) expects good 
sales in model railroading 
and equipment, model planes 
and radio control gear but all 
these items will cost more 
than Christmas 1973. “The 
U.S. Postal Service’s efforts 
to interest non-hobbyists in 
starting stamp collections,” 
Jane Goldsmith of the HIA 
says, "will show positive 
results this year. Sales of Bi­ 
centennial items also will be 
u p , s u c h a s h i s t o r i c a l 
figurines.” 
And, who can overlook the 
new brides, or the recently 
m arried couple, or those 
beginning housekeeping for 
the first time? Allyn Bloeme, 
speaking for Reed & Barton 
and summarizing a sampling 
of silversmiths and flatware 
firms, says, “People will still 
buy sterling silver. Those 
who wanted it for years and 
never thought they would get 
it in their lives are buying it 
now. Y oung w om en, not 
aware of how much silver 
costs, want it now.” 
There is a difference. The 
trend is to buy a service for 
eight rather than the tradi­ 
tional service for 12 and to 
buy f o u r - p i e c e s e t t i n g s , 
adding to them later. Flat- 
ware, she explains, is more 
expensive than hollow are. 
“Twenty-five years ago this 
was $35 a setting and now it’s 
$140. The major increase ac­ 
tually has been since 1966.”

After seven 
years of a military dictatorship with the 
horrors 
of 
repression, 
prison

torture, an unprecedented 55 per cent of 
the electorate voted for Constantine 
Karamanlis, a distinguished statesman, 
to be premier 
But Karamanlis in 
his triumph confronts 
a 
condition 
beyond 
Greek 
shores 
that 
deeply 
troubles 
the 
Greek 
conscience 
That is the rape of the 
island of Cyprus by 
the Turks resulting in 
forcing 200,000 Greek 
Cypriots out of their 
homes 
They are now refugees, many of them 
living in squalid camps in increasingly 


bitter winter weather while the Turkish 
invasion force continues to occupy about 
a third of the island and the port cities. 
A resolution of this tragedy cannot be 
indefinitely put off The pressures on 
Karamanlis will certainly grow to end 
the injustice and the misery And it will 
be conveniently forgotten that it was the 
Greek military junta that precipitated 
the whole thing with an abortive coup 
directed against the lawful government 
of the island.

American policy makers simply stood 
by and did nothing It is little use at this 
point rehashing whether the U S Sixth 
Fleet might have stopped the Turkish 
invasion force if Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger had been willing to act.

important thing now is to try to find a 
solution A rider on the foreign-aid bill 
provides that all assistance to Turkey be

caretaker 
government 
and 
refusing 
once 
again 
to 
receive 
Kissinger, no progress is visible. 


With the army gloating over its 


success on Cyprus and as the only source 
of power, the prospect of a compromise 
as time runs out looks slim indeed 
Among those in the State Department 
seized with the problem, the hope is that 
the 
NATO 
ministerial 
meeting 
in 
Brussels on December 11-12 can come 
up with some answers This must at first 
sight look like a slim hope since NATO 
has proved itself weak and ineffectual. 
But it will at least mean a meeting of 
men who could come up with a solution 
given a modicum of good will Kissinger 


will be there and so. presumably, a 
Turkish foreign minister will be present, 
even though the caretaker government 
in Ankara has not been approved by 
parliament And David Bruce, the new 
ambassador to NATO, will have just 
taken over 
When he called Bruce back from his 
post as head of the liaison mission to the 
People's Republic of China. Kissinger 
intended to give him the job of bringing 
Greece and Turkey together on the 
Cyprus disaster.

Cutting off aid to Turkey will produce

Armstrong, as ex­ 
ample. tied its lines to 
fenceposts, 
jammed 
as many as 17 homes 
to one party system, 
and set up receivers 
which, 
according to 
customers, had all the 
c l a r i t y 
of 
c a t 
scratches 
on 
patio 
slate 


All 
of 
this 
has 
since 
changed, 
however, or most of it at least. There 
remain some primitives among the 
independents, 
such 
as 
a 
one-man 
telephone company in Utah and a crank 
phone firm in northern Maine, but for 
the most part the little guys these days 
operate at least as progressively and 
efficiently as the industry giant, Bell 
Telephone. 
Armstrong, the only independent in 
Maryland, does not have a black phone 
in its 12-mile service area, most of its 
cables are buried, all of its electronics 
are computerized, 
and 
in fact, 
as 
company manager Ed Brown says, “ We 
think we are one step ahead of Bell these 
days, we think w e’re better.” 
He may be right in some ways. 
Armstrong prides itself in having one- 
day 
installation 
service 
for 
new 
subscribers; new Bell customers m 
many parts of the nation often await 
several weeks for a hookup Armstrong 
sets its rates at “ rock bottom,” say $4 
flat for a party line and $1 for an 
extension; 
Bell 
subscribers 
almost 
everywhere have grown used to charges 
several times these. “Some people still 
look on us independents as backward,” 
says Armstrong’s Davis, “ but that’s not 
right. The little companies have grown 
up.” 
I n d e e d , 
A m e r i c a ’s 
p h o n e 
independents, with 18 per cent of the 
telephone market, now serve slightly 
more geographical territory than Bell 
with its near monopolistic lock. Further, 
according to statistics from the U.S. 
Independent Telephone Assn., the small 
operators have jumped over the $4 
billion mark in annual revenues and 
“are now growing at a slightly faster 
rate than Bell.” 
And 
a c t u a lly , 
though 
m ost 
independents 
are 
of 
the 
piddly 
Armstrong 
magnitude, 
a 
few 
have 
considerable 
industry 
heft; 
General 
Telephone 
and 
Electronics 
out 
of 
Connecticut 
manages 
11 
million 
telephones out of 25 subsidiary operating 
companies 
in 
several 
northeastern 
states. 
Yet for all their maturation, and 
im pressive 
modernization, 
the 
independents seem oddly content with 
status quo. Never in recent years have 
they 
led 
the crusade against 
Bell 
telephone’s 
(AT&T’s) 
grip 
on 
the 
industry. Even now, as the government 
prepares 
suit 
to challenge AT&T’s 
alleged 
anti-trust 
m uscle, 
the 
independents show no glee. 
“We are studying the suit,” says an 
independent 
spokesm an 
out 
of 
Washington, “but I want to make it 
clear that we have always been mostly 
satisfied with our relationship to Bell.” 
The relationship assuredly has been 
good, 
and mutually profitable. The 
independents rely on Bell to provide long 
line 
(long 
distance) 
service, 
an 
operation which accounts for more than 
half the independents’ revenue. Bell, on 
the 
other 
hand, 
relies 
on 
the 
independents to serve the rural areas of 
America, areas which if handled by Bell 
would result in lower revenues for the 
city-oriented company. 
So there is no hand-rubbing among 
most independents over AT&T’s current 
legal predicament. And in truth there is 
some 
worry. 
Says 
an 
independent 
official: “If they break up AT&T they 
may 
also 
break 
up 
Bell. 
If 
that 
happened, nobody knows what the result 
would be. We might all be faced with 
e n o r m o u s 
n ew 
c o s t s 
and 
responsibilities. The system works fine 
now; why mess with it?” 
And the concern is not just in the 
industry. Some customers also wonder 
about

Subscribers in Rising Sun, for instance, 
haven’t had a rate increase in 11 years;

“that if the government starts getting 
its fingers into things, the first thing’ll 
happen is higher prices.”

Winter drear may finally be 
upon us after an unseasonably 
mellow month in both October 
and 
November. 
Rains are 
expected through the week, 
and week after week it will be 
thus, which necessitates each 
of us donning our winter 
psychology 
and 
becoming 
prepared. 
Winter psychology involves 
being ever conscious of that 
extra stopping time and space 
needed 
in 
e m e r g e n c y 
situations on wet or damp 


streets and highways. Curves 
on the open road must be 
approached 
with 
more 
caution, as should stops and 
starts around town. And even 
more important, the family 
auto 
should 
be 
fully 
winterized 
to 
make 
your 
driving as comfortable and 
safe as possible, including 
a heater and defroster that 
work well, new windshield 
wiper blades, and, of course, 
good tires. Those tires with a 
few bald spots, or with just a 


little less tread than you’d like 
might kill you if called upon to 
hold your car on a slick road 
and they slide instead.

The week 
is only 
five days old 
counting Sunday, but already it shapes 
up as one of the weeks-that-was, to 
conjure up the familiar imagery. 
This was the week 
when an inmate was 
shot to death after 
scaling 
two 
fences 
trying to escape with 
his buddy from the 
Federal Correctional 
Institution. The buddy 
was captured a few 
hours later. As near as 
can be ascertained in 
the absence of more 
details 
from 
FCI 
investigators, the es­ 
cape 
attempt came 
during or shortly after 
one of the heaviest 
rains 
to 
hit 
the 
Lompoc Valley area 
in many years. 
While most of us were safely in our 
warm beds or basking in the shelter of 
our 
respective 
families, 
those 
two 
inmates were sliding down a bedsheet 
rope, one to meet death a few feet away 
and the other to be cornered finally and 
brought back to prison. 
All very sad. As Warden Frank Kenton 
reflected 
during 
a 
telephone 
call 
Wednesday morning: “We don’t have 
any Sunday School students out here.” I 
remember once commenting on the 
relatively 
more 
humane 
system 
functioning at the FCI as compared to 
state prisons. Kenton thought for a 
moment and then declared . “This is a 
prison. When you take away a man’s 
freedom, you are punishing him very 
much.” Taking away a man’s freedom 
can lead to death also. 
Storms such as the one that pounded 
Lompoc Valley and the rest of the 
Central California Coast did a couple of 
things in my view besides bring us a lot 


of rainfall. It brought us together a little 
more and at the same time illustrated 
the interdependency of all people. 
There were some surprises. Crime 
was almost at a standstill. Police and 
sheriff in Lompoc Valley had to cope 
with a lot of fender benders as we call 
minor traffic accidents, but no major 
crimes. 
State and city highway crews wrestled 
with hazardous flooding on North H 
Street. 
There 
were 
also 
flooding 
problems on East Lemon Avenue and on 
East 
Olive 
Avenue. 
Both 
required 
attention. 
I asked Nels Martin state highway 
maintenance chief in Santa Barbara 
where his most difficult time cam e as a 
result of the storm and he said on North 
H Street, referring to H Street between 
North and Central AVenues. Martin 
reminded 
me 
that he 
cam e 
from 
Lompoc originally and calls the area, 
home. 
In a telephone conversation with Jim 
Stubchaer, county flood control chief I 
found the good engineer amazingly 
versed on the flooding problems in the 
Lompoc area as well as in Carpinteria 
where more than 33 residents slept in 
the Veterans Memorial Building after 
their homes were flooded. Stubchaer 
was also a man sitting there in Santa 
Barbara with his finger on the pulse of 
things at Cachuma also.

Beirut, 
an 
island 
of 
“neutrality” in the Middle East 
Its 
southern 
villages 
harbor 
Palestine 
guerrillas which Israel bombs now and 
then, Lebanon's token army does not 
make war. Lebanon has perhaps 3 
million people, theoretically half of 
them 
Christian, 
half 
Arab 
though 
nobody takes a census because the Arab 
birthrate is higher and the political 
structure 
is 
based 
on 
theoretical 
equality. There are also perhaps, 10,000 
Jews who trade normally. It is the 
banking and the intelligence center of 
the area; much of the Middle East news 
you read isdatelined “ Beirut.” 
Rome rides its nimble, cat-footed 
Fiats, but here huge American and 
European gas-guzzlers make the wildest 
traffic I have ever seen (though some 
put Damascus ahead.) Almost no traffic 
cops; 
alm ost 
no 
traffic 
lights; 
“ sidewalks” are used for parking; I 
watched a driver make a wrong-way 
cutoff up a narrow, one-way street You 
wait to dart between cars over streets 
tom up for new construction. Some call 
it 
a 
second 
Paris, 
this throbbing, 
dynamic city between mountains and 
blue Mediterranean, into which it pours 
untreated sewage 
Here comes a creaky wagon between 
a lavish Mercedes and an Opel in the 
buper-to-bumper 
traffic, 
the 
driver 
standing and honking a rubber horn off 
some forgotten vintage car and shouting 
“Kaz! 
Kaz!” for kerosene 
Nobody 
heeds. 
The 
throng 
wears 
modem 
clothes, with now and then a Turk in fez 
and baggy pants, or a Saudi in white 
headdress and sheet. 
This 
is 
the 
cross-roads 
and 
testingplace of the Middle East and it is 
oppressed with the fear of war. Not war 
in which Lebanon can hope for a glorious 
part; 
its ultimate aspiration is to 
survive. It is a Phoenician capital, it has 
seen 
conquerors 
com e 
and 
go. 
Pharaohs, 
Greeks, 
Romans, 
Turks, 
French — and a British cannon ball or 
two is wedged in the Crusaders’ fort at 
Biblyos, from some misunderstanding in 
the past century. 
Always and everywhere the question 
at diplomatic or private parties is 
“What will America do?” It was like 
this in Berlin perhaps in 1914, and again 
in 1939. The Paris Herald Tribune says, 
“ Israeli 
Mobilization 
Report 
Feeds 
Middle East Tensions.” Later comes 
Arafat’s speech to the UN, and the 
barbaric hi-jackings by Arab fanatics. 
Lebanese president Suleiman Franjieh 
had his nose put out of joint by the 
Americans when he failed to get what he 
considered an appropriate official US 
welcome at the UN, and when customs 
dogs sniffed the official baggage for 
hashish. Small points, you say, but he 
came as representative of certain Arab 
states and these small items are the 
very slights which the supersensitive

patronizing America. Franjieh got his 
apology 
after 
Ambassador 
Godley 
hastily flew back to Washington 
Is there a right or wrong in this 
struggle? To make a homeland for Jews, 
Palestinians were ousted and now they 
want back, and unassimilated Palestine 
camps, almost colonies in themselves, 
swell Lebanon's problems 
I wake at 4:30 to hear the rise and fall 
of the Koran chanted from surrounding 
minarets, ecstatic, religious, sonorous 
How can the human voice rise so loud7 It 
doesn't; they are using recordings; it is 
mechanized acoustical metaphysics. I 
turn on the ear plug radio and hear the 
steady unemotional, upper-class BBC 
voice calmly reporting disasters Over 
the city roar airport planes as noisy in 
this open-window-Califomia 
climate 
town as though they were right in the 
room Nobody pays attention But when 
a couple of planes break the sound- 
barrier with a bang bang, people move 
uneasily. Is it war yet? No, they say, not 
yet. 
It would behoove America to know 
this world better. U.S. technicians and 
engineers 
swarm 
back 
from 
Arab 
countries and argue American news is 
slanted

The "silent vote" on the 
Board of Supervisors continues 
to plague the county counsel s 
office, board clerks who must 
compile 
minutes 
of 
the 
proceedings, and persons in the 
audience at public sessions of 
the supervisors. 
Board chairman Charles F. 
Catterlin conceded recently he 
quite 
possibly 
forgot 
to 
announce his vote on a highly 
volatile 
after-agenda 
item 
concerning oil drilling in the 
Santa Barbara Channel. 
A harassed County Counsel 
George Kading then had to 
field inquiries from several 
supervisors' offices and the 
clerk of the board as to whether 
the 
“ silent” 
vote 
was 
affirmative or negative, or 
nothing. 
Kading informally ruled the 
"silent” vote was a "nothing 
vote" which did not change the 
2-2 deadlock on the motion by 
Supervisor 
Frank Frost to 
launch county action against 
the State Lands Commission 
for opening up new oil drilling 
activity in the channel. 
Kading said, in effect, the 2-2 
vote, without Catterlin’s vote 
being 
recorded, meant the 
Frost motion was defeated for 
lack of majority approval. 
Meanwhile, in the office of 
the clerk of the board, the 
opinion was initially stated that 
a "silent" vote meant an 
affirmative vote, which would 
have 
provided 
approval of 
Frost's motion, which had 
gotten 
support 
only 
from 
Supervisor James M Slater. 
But the board clerk taking 
minutes 
apparently 
erroneously 
had 
Catterlin 
voting "no" on the motion, to 
add to the complications. 
Frost’s 
administrative 
assistant, 
Richard 
Duprey, 
said he had understood from 
the last informal ruling given 
out, that a "silent” vote spelled 
affirmative vote 
Kading’s 
office, 
it 
was 
understood, had spelled out its 
ruling on the matter previously 
in regard to several “ silent" 
votes by 
Supervisor Curtis 
Tunnell and others in the past 
year or so. 
Catterlin phoned Kading to 
find out 
what the official 
position was, and was told that 
a silent" vote is considered a 
"no vote 
the same as if the 
supervisor 
wasn’t 
there." 
Kading 
told 
Catterlin, 
according to the Santa Barbara 
supervisor, 
that 
he 
also 
believed Catterlin hadn’t voted 
one way or another. 


Catterlin 
on 
Tuesday 
explained he had intended to 
vote against the motion, but 
wound up saying "the motion is 
defeated” without stating his 
vote. 


Both 
C atterlin 
and 
Supervisor Francis H Beattie 
had voiced opposition to having 
the matter voted on because it 
wasn’t a regular agenda item, 
and 
was 
provided

informational item in raltion to

NEW YORK (UPI) - Radar 
probing 
through

that the planet has broad but

Scientists have been at a loss 
to explain why the craters 
appear that way when com­ 
pared to the much deeper and 
more rugged craters of the 
moon. Mercury and Mars. 


Venus, a harsh planet where 
temperatures 
reach 
an 
extreme of 800 degrees, is 
thought much too hot for water 
to 
accumulate 
under 
any 
atmospheric pressure 
Thus 
water 
erosion 
has 
been 
discounted. 


SMOKE TRAILING from its wings as if in trouble, a 747 transport 
jet releases trails to display the wings’ vortices, the usually 
invisible flow of turbulent air streaming from the tips of an 
aircraft The tests are being conducted by NASA at Edwards Air 
Force Base in California to determine the effect, if any, of jet 
vortices on other aircraft flying nearby.

Now, a Florida State Univer­ 
sity meteorologist has deve­ 
loped a mathematical model 
that 
suggests it 
is 
indeed 
possible there are gusts of 
winds on Venus sufficiently 
strong to kick up particles of 
dust and over millions of years 
fill craters and erode their 
rims. 
"W e are not at all concluding 
that there definitely is wind on 
Venus," 
said Dr. 
Seymour 
Hess, who recently delivered a 
paper on the subject at a space 
conference here, "but we now 
suspect 
it 
is 
very 
much 
possible." 
In constructing his model, 
Hess 
applied 
established 


meteorological formulas to in­ 
formation about Venus uncov­ 
ered by a variety of recent 
research, including a Soviet 
space probe to the distant 
planet. 


Hess calculated the size of 
dust particles that are probably 
the most easily lifted in the 
thick Venus atmosphere and 
found that the particles are 
extremely small compared to 
those on earth or Mars, leading 
to the conclusion that "very 
light free-stream winds will 
raise dust on Venus. ” 


Hess, of Tallahassee, Fla , 
has long been associated with 
the U.S. space program and 
currently is a team leader on 
NASA's 
Viking 
project, 
in 
which 
two 
spacecraft 
are 
scheduled to land on Mars in 
1976 
He delivered his paper on 
Venus at a recent conference 
sponsored 
by 
the Goddard 
Institute for Space Studies. 
The institute’s staff scientist 
for atmospheric studies. Dr 
James Hansen, said the idea of 


dust blowing about in the Venus 
atmosphere 
is 
extremely 
important in trying to explain 
the apparent surface erosion 


"It’s 
hard 
to 
think 
of 
anything else as the probable 
mechanism (for ii* erosion) 
other than windblown dust," he 
said 


If so, the assumption that the 
surface of Venus is calm 
apparently is wrong. 
But planetary scientists say 
even 
if 
dust 
explains 
the 
present 
appearance 
of 
the 
Venusian craters, their age and 
the nature of the forces that 
created them in the first place 
remain a mystery
